pealed its state enforcement law 
(May, 1923) the number of first alco- 
holic admissions increased by 97. 
Hence, of that increase since 1920, 
more than one-third occurred, in the 
first year after New. York repealed 
its state prohibition law.” 
.Refuting further the misleading 
statements emanating frqm Albany, 
Miss Stoddard showed that during the 
normal pre-prohibition years there 
were, on the average, 8.7 alcoholic in- 
sanity cases in each.100 first admis- 
sions to New. York State hospitals, 
‘but ‘that in 1924 this figure had 
dropped to 5.4 in 100. She added: 
What does the Albany statement 
signify? Merely that there has been 
some increase since 1920 when the 
legal liquor traffic was ended and 
the illegal traffic had not become 
organized.

NEW YORK, June 19 (4) — Ex- 
plorers and natural scientists re- , 
joiced wit laymen in all parts of the 
world today at the safe return of the 
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Amundsen-Elisworth North Pole air- 
plane expedition. 

The return to Kings Bay! Spitz- 
bergen, yesterday, exactly 28 days 
after hopping off, was greeted with 
‘many expressions of “I told you so.” 
But the words came principally from 
explorers who knew Amundsen’s 
courage and ingenuity in coping with 
the hazards of the polar regions. 

Though the expedition :fell 150. 
miles short of landing at the pole and 
Was compelled to return ‘partly in. 
one. airplane and partly by fishing 
schooner, natural scientists expect to 
giean much valuable knowledge from 
the flight. | 

Donald B. MacMillan,who sails to- 
morrow from Wiscasset, Me., at the 
head of the all-American Arctic ex- 
pedition, said Amundsen’s safe re- 
turn would enable him to devote all 
his energies to natural science instead 
of first hunting for the Amundsen 
party.

it is upon the second stage that we 
are entering in education, though we 
have not gone far enough in analysis 
to furnish much material for the 
synthetic specialist. 

In the first place, there has not 
yet been made a comprehensive an- 
alysis of the things which the sev- 
eral civilized peoples think it essen- 
tial to pass on out of their respective 
experiences or hopes, each to its suc- 
ceeding generation. Once that were 
done, w@ should be ready to. have 
synthesized by earth's most gifted 
men, a universal minimum program 
embodying the essentials of the 
race experience as a: whole, whose 
content should be communicated in 
the most effectual meth to. every 
child capable of receiv it. This 
would be the foundation of a world 
synthetic culture. (And I have 
wished that America might turn all 
that comes to her in payment of 
debts to that great synthetic educa- 
tional enterprise.) Here is a funda- 
mental task for the League of Na- 
tions Committee on Intellectual Ex- 
change. 


Schools and Discipline 


In the second place, there should 
be an analysis of secondary school 
discipline by the gifted men such as 
Arnold describes for -each nation 
and a study of cultural and voca- 
tional capacity—and I think thete 
should be pre-cultural guidance as 
well as preée-vocational guidance, for 
the greatest need is of guidance in 
the right use of leisure. 

It is the field, however, in which 
this society has its roots of scholar- 
ship that this analysis and synthe- 
sis should after all be pressed most 
vigorously. I bave thought that this 
national organization of “gifted 
men,” the most gifted of our stand- 
ards are sound, should make it its 
husiness to find out by criticism, the 
atomic content culturally, of every 
discipline and then work out the 
formule of possible compounds. It 
is a difficult undertaking. 

These synthetic cultural sugges- 
tions as to education are, howeyer, 
onlv an intimation of the gigantic 
task which awaits the collective 
human intellect which, as the anonv- 
mous author of “The Great Analy- 
sis’’ has said must enlarge itself so as 
to embrace in one great conspectus 
the problems not of a parish simply 
nor of a nation only, but of the pen- 
dant globe.

A statement isfued by Mr. Teagle 
while in Tulsa sald: 


We have the probability this year 
of another high record in the coun- 
try’s . consumption of petroleum 
products. So far 1925 has run well 
ahead of last year. The average in- 
crease in gasolite sales for the first 
quarter of this year was 28 per cent, 
but the industry should not expect 
to see this rate Maintained now that 
we are coming into. the season of 
maximum consumption. Only 18 per 
cent of the yedr’s gasoline is con- 
sumed in the first three months. 
Variations in tthe weather have 
much to do with the showing in this 
period, 


Sexckeab Is a Factor 


Two or three weeks of sunshine in 
the early spring make a big differ- 
ence in the percentage gain, espe- 
cially when, as was the case last 
year, a comparatively poor season is 
used for the comparison. For the 
past five years the gain in the first 
three months ‘has been badly mis- 
leading as an indicator of the year’s 
needs. If from present indications 
we can look for a percentage gain 
equal.to that made in 1924, the in- 
dustry should be. asatisfied. That 
would mean a big addition when 
written into our gallonage figures. 

This should spell prosperity if 
the industry is able to realize its 
present prices for its products 
through the balance of this year. 
The doubt on that score is due to 
the continuance with us of our old 
bugaboo of overproduction. We are 
still bringing crude out of the 
ground in too great a volume for its 
economic use, and this in the face 
of Government statistics showing 
that we have needlessly large stocks

in storage. There is good reason to 
believe that, in spite of the big gain 
in consumption of products, we 
shall close this year with stocks as 
large, if not larger, than we had at 
the end of 1924. Earlier indications 
that a healthy draft would be made 
on these excessive stocks were up- 
set by the remarkable. increase in 
the production at Smackover, and 
by increase above expectations in 
California's output. 


No Reason for Alarm 

There is no ground for uneasiness 
in any quarter as to the sufficiency 
of gasoline supplies; even if con- 
sumption continues to gain. There is 
an ample supply in sight. 

These considerations suggest the 
reservation in predicting a better 
year for the industry. The amount 
of oil in tanks should be a warning 


tivity in drilling, particularly in de- 


| to make haste slowly. Too much ac- 


| veloping new fields, and an unnéces- 
| Sary increase in refinery runs, might 
| easily mean materially lower prices, 
not only to the producing fraternity, 
| but to all other branches of the in- 
, dustry. 

There will be at some time a de- 
mand at remunerative prices for 
every barrel of crude oil that can be 
| produced. There is no justification 
for trying to bring to the surface 
this year all of the oil in sight. The 
country is amply protected by cur- 
rent production plus the abnormally 
large stocks in storage, and it seems 
to me that the wise producer will 
proceed with caution in drilling 
where competitive conditions do not 
make it necessary for his own pro- 
tection to get the oil out as soon as 
possible. So, too, the wise refiner will 
limit his crude runs so as to produce 
the quantities of finished products 
for which there is a ready market.

Bound by League Covenant 


Point: 1—The memorandum only 
mentions: incidentally the League of 
Nations. Now, the allied states are 
members of the League of Nations 
and are bound by the Covenant of 
the League which involves for them 
clearly defined rights and obligations 
with the object of maintaining gen- 
eral peace. The German proposals, 
no doubt, lay claim to the same ideal, 
but no agreement could be achieved 
unless: Germany on her. side assumes 
the obligations and enjoys the rights 
laid down in the Covenant of the 
League. This agreement then can 
only be conserved if Germany herself 
enters the League of Nations under 
the conditions laid down in the note 
from the Council of the League dated 
March 13, 1925. 

Point 2—The search for guaran- 
tees of security which the world de- 
mands cannot involve any modifica- 
tion of the peace treaties. The 1 
posed agreements, therefore, © 
not either to imply revision « ese 
treaties or to result In prac ce ina 
modification of the conditions laid 
down for the application of certain 
of their clauses. Thus the Allies can- 
not in any case abandon the right to 
oppose any failure to observe the 
stipulations in these treaties, even 
if the stipulations in question do not 
directly concern them. 


Repudiation of War 


Point 3—The memorandum of Feb. 
% contemplates, first of all, the con- 
clusions between the powers inter- 
ested in the Rhine of a pact which 
might be inspired by the following 
principles: (1) Repudiation of all 
idea of war between the contracting 
states; (2) strict respect for the ex- 
isting territorial situation in the 
Rhineland, with a joint and several 
guarantee by the contracting states; 
(3) a guarantee by the contracting 
states of execution of the obliga- 
tions concerning the demilitarization 
of the Rhineland which Germany has 
undertaken under Articles 42 and@ 
43 -of the Treaty of Versailles, 

The French Government does not 
fail to appreciate the value to thé 
cause of peace, side by side with a 
renewed ‘affirmation of the princi- 
ples inscribed in the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, of a solemn repudiation of all 
idea of war—an undertaking which, 
moreover, ought not to contain any 
time limit—between the contracting 
states. These states must clearly 
include Belgium; which has not been 
expressly named in the German 
memorandum and which ought to be 
a party’to the pact as a state di- 
rectly. interested. 

It also goes without saying, and 
further results from the silence on 
this point of the German memoran- 
dum, that @ pact concluded '= on

Fourth—The German Government 
next declare themselves prepared to 
conclude with France and with other 
states parties to the Rhineland pact 
arbitration treaties guaranteeing the 
peaceful settlement of judicial and 
political conflicts.

Where one of the con- 
tracting parties, without resorting to 
hostile measures, fails to observe its 
undertakings, the Council of the 
League of Nations shall. propose 
what steps should be taken to give 
effect to the treat. 


Treaties of Peace 


Fifth—In their memorandum the 
German Government added that they 
were ready to conclude with all 
states so disposed arbitration treaties 
of the same kind. The Allied govern- 
ments note this assurance with satis- 
faction. They even consider that in 
the absence of such agreements be- 
tween Germany and those of her 
neighbors, who, without being par- 
ties to theesuggested Rhineland pact, 
are signatories of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, the peace of Europe, which 
the Rhineland pact tends to consoli- 
date and of which it is to constitute 
an essential element, could not be 
completely guaranteed. The Allied 
States, in fact, have under the Cov- 
enant of the League of Nations and 
treaties of peace rights which they 
cannot possibly give up and obliga- 
tions of which they cannot possibly 
divest themselves. 


These arbitration treaties thus 
conceived would have the same scope 
as those contemplated in Section 4. 
The powers, signatories of the Treaty 
of Versailles and of the proposed 
Rhineland pact, would have the 
option, if they so desired, of con- 
stituting themselves the guarantors 
of such arbitration treaties. 


Rights and Obligations 


Sixth—Nothing in the treaties con- 
templated in the present note should 
affect the rights and obligations at- 
taching to membership in_ the 
League of Nations under the Cove- 
nant of the League. 

Seventh—The general guarantee of 
security necessary for the mainten- 
ance of peace cannot be completely 
insured unless all the agreements 
aimed at in the present note come 
into force simultaneously. These 
agreements, in conformity with the 
Covenant, ought to be-registered by 
the League of Nations and placed 
under its auspices. 

Finally, it goes without saving 
that if the United States were to 
find it possible to associate them- 
selves with the agreements which 
would thus be realized, France 
would be only too happy to see the 
Freat American nation participate in 
this work of general peace and se- 
curity. 

Such are the principal points on 
which it has appeared necessary to 
obtain precise knowledge of the 
German views, and the French Gov- 
ernment would be glad to receive a

In. other cases. depositors disap- 
peared, sometimes returning after 
many years, and in other cases never 
coming back, 

It was said that several banks 
in the United States have more 
than $100.000 of this money in 
their vaults, for which they would 
gladiy find claimants. The money 
continues to draw iiinterest § for 
many vears without any satisfactory | 
method of distribution. In no case 
do the deferred deposits become the 
property of the bank.

In Glasgow, Great Britain’s second 
largest city, the great commercial 
center on the Clyde, we met for the 
convention of 1910. A monster dem- 
onstration of chiJdren in City Hall, 
seating 5000, was a thrilling feature 
of this Glasgow triennial. The little 
folks kindled our faith and fired our 
zeal. The reception given us by the 
municipal government in the munic- 
ipal building was a brilliant function. 
The Scots are justly proud of this 
modern, magnificent structure occu- 
pying the center of George's Square. 
It meant much to the delegates to 
be assured that the organization was 
receiving the sympathy and support 
of the Town Council. 

A member of Parliament, J. W. 
Gulland, enthusiastically stated that 
the Government's amount of tem- 
perance work should entitle it to 
put in an humble claim to be called 
a White Ribbon comrade. He fur- 


ther said that if there was one badge 


that members of Parliament appre- 
ciated it was the white ribbon. He 
advised the British women, if they 
wished anything, not to be afraid 
of approaching the Government or 
Parliament. 

Scottish Habits . 

Sir Samuel Chisholm, at this recep- 
tion, gave the visiting delegates a 
nugget of a fact in regard to the 
habits of the Scottish people/on the 
drinking question, for he declared 


that the amount of liquor per head 
consumed in Scotland was less than 
the amount per head in England, 
/Ireland or the United States. If our 
Scottish friends today figure on a 
comparative fact of this nature, the 
United States must be left out of such 
reckoning. 

At this convention, an English 
woman sagely said, “Such meetings 
as these accomplish more in bring- 
ing the nations together than do the 
speeches of Mr. Roosevelt or evet the 
work of Edward the Peacemaker 
himself.” 

The cherished memories of these 
two great conventions in Scotland 
and of the delightful sight-seeing 
trips enjoyed by many of our Ameri- 
can women, are still vivid® The pie- 
turesque, colorful features of Scot- 
tish life and landscape, the impres- 
siveness, dignity and good-will of

Increasing Service for Welfare of American 
Children Marks 68 Years of Co-operation 


By J. W. CRAPTREE 


Secretary of the Nationa 


Since 1857 the National Educa- 
tion Association, which will hold 
its annual convention at Indian- 
apols June 28 to July 3, has been a 
unifying and stimulating force in the 
development of American education. 
In the beginning days its service was 
primarily that of discussion and the 
promotion of mutual acquaintance 
among educational workers who 


‘were then doing pioneer duty on 


the educational frontier. Its early 
meetings were attended by only a 


few hrndred persons each year, but 
they laid foundations of large sig- 
nificance. ; 

Originally the organization was 
known as the National Teachers As- 
sociation. In 1870 there were amal- 
zamated with it the American Nor- 
mal School Association and the 
National Association of School Su- 
perintendents under the new name of 


‘the National Education Association.

This was the beginning of a develop- 
ment which has given the associa- 
tion nearly a score of departments, 
representing every phase of educa- 
tional activity and bringing together 
in one association a wider variety 
of interests than are usually found 
in similar organizations in other 
countries.

It had now become possible 
for each of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of teachers in the Nation to 
have a voice in the management of 
the national association. The sec- 
ond meeting of the representative 
assembly was held in Boston in 1922, 
third in Oakland, Calif., in 1923. and 
the fourth in Washington, D. C., in 
1924. There were 1024 registered 
delegates to the Washington meeting 
of the assembly. 


Service Program 

As the association grew

4. Continued and thorough inves- 
tigation of educational problems as 
the basis for revised educational 
standards and methods. 

5. The establishment of a Depart- 
ment of Education with a Secretary 
in the President's Cabinet, and fed- 
| eral aid to encourage and assist the 
states in the promotton of education. 

6. The unification and federation 
of the educational forces of the coun- 
try in one great professional organhi- 
zation devoted to the advancement of 
the teaching profession, and through 
education, the promotion of the high- 
est welfare of the Nation. 

7. Active assistance to state and 
local affiliated associations in secur- 
ing needed legislation and in promot- 
ing the interests of such associations 
and the welfare of their méambers.

| ing of Ferruccio Busont. In the 

last decade he was absorbed by 
the idea of Faust. Just when the 
Great War began, he wrote the 
libretto of what was to be the chief 
product of his artistic career.

A Film Version of.

VIENNA, June 4 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—-What promises to be a 
production of unusual interest is the 
forthcoming film version of Richard 
Strauss’s opera, “Der Rosenkavalier.” 
In an interview with Dr. Ludwig 
Nerz, the dramaturg of the Pan Film 
Company of Vienna, who have under- 
taken the task, a representative of 
The Christian Science Monitor ob- 
tained details about the production. 

As the whole action of the film 
passes in and near Vienna, advantage 
is to be taken of the brilliant sum- 
mer sunshine, and the actual work 
of filming is to be started during 
June. It is expected that it will be 
ready for release next season, For 
the leading rdéles of the Princess 
Werdenberg and Baron Ochs Mlle. 
Huguette Duflos of the Comédie 
Francaise, Paris, and the well-known 
baritone of the Metropolitan Opera, 
New York, Herr Michael Bohnen, 
have been engaged. 

The tenuous quality of the opera 
libretto is to be helped out and 
strengthened by much additional 
matter, which will be written in by 
Hugo von Hofmannsthal, the Vien- 
nese poet, who wrote the original 
text. 

For the filming of the opera, local 
color and local scenery will supply 
a charming and picturesque back- 
ground. The eighteenth century at- 
mosphere will be faithfully preserved 
by interiors of old Viennese palaces;

.eut in halves. Add sugar to taste and 
set away to chill. At serving time, 
mrrange the fruit<-in glasses and 
cover with vanilla ice cream. Gar-| 
nish with chipped pineapple, angel- 
jca and cherries, and chopsed nut) 
meats, 


Berry Coupe 

In berry season; a berry coupe will | 
draw many complimentary remarks | 
from guests. Wash, pick over, and | 
bull whatever berries are in season, | 
mash them slightly, sweeten to taste, | 
And set them away to chill until | 
“HReeded. At serving time, fill sherbet | 
glasses half full with the fruit and | 
cover with vanilla or macaroon ice} 
‘cream. Garnish with whipped cream | 
that has been sweetened and flavored | 
slightly with vanilla, and whole ber- | 
ries. If one can force the whisined | 
cream through a pastry bag and tube | 
it will bear quite the professional | 
‘touch that‘is always desirable. 


Caramel Sauce 

Ice cream is most delicious with 
caramel sauce. For this, place in a 
Saucepan a cupful of light brown} 
sugar, % of a cupful of rich milk and 
. an ounce of grated chocolate or cocoa. 
Cook until the mixture forms a soft 
ball, and flavor with a teaspoonful of | 
vanilla. Pour hot over each service | 
of-tce cream. The sauce hardens im-| 
mediately when it touches the cold 
cream, forming a dainty that is quite 

new to most people. 


Strawherries-Out-of-Season 


When strawberries are not in sea- 
son, a delicious dainty may be pre- 
pared with strawberry gelatine. Dis- 
solve a package of this in a pint of 
boiling water and set aside to cool. | 
When it begins to set, turn in a pint | 
gf canned berries that have been 
drained from the juice, and set away | 
to chill and become firm. At serving | 
time, cut the strawberry mixture into |

A Home-Made Nursery in an Attic 


HE young couple who. devised 

and created this nursery with 

their own hands lived in a tiny 
cottage in which only the four rooms 
of the first story were finished.

Above the first flour there was a 
second, left unfinished but livable 
on account of an air chamber over 
it. It had a low ceiling, with a 
gable at each end and the roof 
sloped down on all four sides. With 
idea that 
this space would have to constitute 
the nursery, a loca] builder was ap- 
pealed to, but his estimate on the 
work placed it definitely beyond the 


reach of the young couple. 


Then the husbanad began to make 
his own estimates. He decided that 
except for the plumbing necessary 
to carry water from the bathroom 
below to the attic nursery, he could 
do the work himself. 


Set in the Center 
He drew a careful plan of the

Comforts Introduced 

The heating problem was solved 
by the use of an electric stove by 
means of which heat could be 
directed against the screen during 
the baby’s bath. For the rest of the 
heat during the winter, the door to 
the stairs was left open. On par- 
ticularly cold days, the electric stove 
was kept lighted, but it was not 
necessary all of the time. 

Because of the space behind the 
walls, it was possible to set into the 
wall’two groups of shelves, each of 
which was braced with two lengths 
of studding. These shelves elimi- 
nated the necessity of-. purchasing 
any other articles of furniture save 
the crib and the chest of drawers. 
Both of these were purchased un- 
finished, and decorated at the pleas- 
ure of the young couple.

| vent the paint from sinking into the 


wallboard was given the walls as 
soon as they were in place. After 
this was thoroughly dry; the walis 
and ceiling received two ceats of 
soft rose-colored flat-tone paint, 
which is washable. The second coat 
was stippled on, which produced a 
very soft tone. The woodwork and 
the window trim were finished in 
white flat-tone paint.

Hanging Linens 

Linens should be folded straight 
from the line when not altogether 
dry and run through the mangle at 
once or, if quit) damp, allowed to lie 


Greater efficiency is achieved by 
dividing each dass of linens into a 
bundle of its. oyn. This requires no 
appreciable amjunt of time at the 
folding but savé many moments in 
ironing. 

In running thmugh the larger tow- 
els and pillowj|slips, open at the 
same time the napkin or handker- 
chief bundle. These pieces can be 


ironed simultarpously with larger 
‘linens in the small spaces at the 


Arranging the Implements 

A clothes rackishould stand imme- 
diately to the lett of the mangle and 
just behind the operator. At the 
right belongs thy table for folding, 
and just in frontof this, close to the; 
right end of the mangle, the basket 
of damp clothes should be placed 
on a low box whrh brings the bas- 
ket on a level vith the table top 
and thus eliminaies waste of time 
from stooping. 


Order of Procedure 

The mangle must be hot before 
ironing is started. Sheets should be 
folded into the bottem of the basket; 
above them aprons and all starched 
pieces should be placed; above these, 
towels and pillow slips, 
chiefs and towels, should repose; ‘| 


leaving on the very top tablecloths 
and fancy linens for (he first ironing.

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Elis Expect to Add Varsity 
Victory to Freshman and 
Junior Triumphs 


NEW LONDON, Cpnn., June 19 
*Special)—With the freshman and 
jvnior varsity races proving easy vic- 
feries for Yale this morning, prospec(s 
of another clean sweep for the Eli 
over Harvard in their annual regatta 


over the historic Thames River course 
late this afternoon appeared. very 
bright to the many followers of the 
Blue. For Harvard the loss of both 
morning races was a big disappoint- 
ment; but the followers of the 
Crimson appeared to be quite opti- 
mistic regarding their big varsity 
eight, and were far from admitting 
that it would lose for the fifth straight 
time to Yale late this afternoon. 

The freshman race was the first one 
this morning and when the rival eights 
Started, conditions were perfect. The 
Yale. oarsmen averaged some four 
pounds to a man more than their 
Crimson rivals and they made good 
use of this extra weight. They secured 
a lead of about half a length in the 
first mile and kept increasing it, win- 
ning easilyin the fine time of 9m. 514ss. 
Only four times in the history of these 
races has 10 minutes been bettered 
and only three times has today’s time 
been bettered. The record is 9m. 324ss., 
which was made by Harvard in 1899. 

Fast Time for Juniors 

The junior varsity race was started 
soon after the freshmen had finished. 
Harvard, due to its eleventh-hour shift 
necessitated by the inability of Capt. 
Cc. O'D. Tselin '26, No. 6, to row, entered 
this race at a handicap. F. P. We 
mer ‘26, who took Iselin's place, is 
nearly as good an oarsman as the lat- 
ter, but the shift undoubtedly handi- 
capped the Crimson. Harvard held a 
slight lead over Yale in this event over 
the first part of the first mile, but Yale 
spurted and when the one-mile flag 
was passed the Eli were leading by 
about a length. From then on it was 
all Yale and the Blue crossed the finish 
line about four lengths ahead. Yale's 
time was 9m. 50s., the first time a jun- 
ior varsity had bettered 10 minutes and 
therefore a new record for this event.

RYE, N. Y., June 19 (Special)-—The 
University polo team

Blue, they worked splen- 
didly together and their shooting was 
long and accurate. When it came to a 
matter of riding, they .were equally 
good, but the Harvard ponies outran 
the Blue. 

The game was closely fought from 
beginning to end and was a typical 
Harvard-Yale match. Harvard took 
the lead in the opening chukker and 
when the first rest came, the Crimson 
was leading 2 to 1 and held the lead 
until the fifth chukker, when Yale 
evened it up to 5 goals each. Both 
teams played to the limit in the sixth 
and final chukker and while Yale had 
the ball on Harvard's side of the field 
most of the time, the Blue could not 
score. With about a minute to go, Har- 
vard took possession of the ball with 
W. H. White shooting the winning 
goal.

Speed and Art of Flying, but Little 


Power Said to Be Result 
ot Improved System

LONDON, June 7-——A technical air 
expert in an official position here has 
given the presen: writer his per- 
sonal opinion of the future of com- 
mercial air traffic, and his views are 
SO striking, and so much at variance | 
with those commonly held, that it 
is desirable they should be dis- 
cussed. For official reasons he is 
debarred from seeking publicity in 
his own name for such heterodox 
opinions; at. least, there is an 
etiquette in these matters 
England. 


He began by pointing out that 
since the Wright brothers made the 
first recognized practical flights 
there has been very little innate 
progress. There has heen a great 
advance in speed and in the art of 
fiving, but speed has been improved 
by the increase of power. 

There’ has been an advance from | 
~ the 40 miles per hour, and the 100° 
feet per minute climb, of the early 
days, to. 270 miles 
climb of 1500 feet per minute. 

Power has increased from engines | 
of 35-horsepower to 1100-horsepower | 
in a single unit. The engine has im- 
proved from six pounds per horse- 
power to about three pounds per 
“horsepower. The wing-loading has 
been greatly increased—from about 
3% pounds 
pounds and more; 
ratio from nil, in the very early days, 
to about three (the maximum speed 
is about three times the “stalling’ 
speed), and has remained at about 
that ratio for the past few years. 

Bird’s Performance Far Ahead 

Performance has, therefore, in- 
creased and construction has im- 
proved; but aeronautics have not got 


appreciably nearer to the bird. 
this expert pointed out: “A swallow 


flies for an infinitesimal horsepower | 
on | 


per pound weight carried; we, 
the other hand, have to use much 
horsepower for the same weight. A 
swallow, if it could exercise one 
horsepower, could carry 100 pounds. 
The modern airplane carries, at 
most, about 20 pounds per horse- | 
power.” Great speed is attained by | 
the expenditure of great power. It 
is, however, to the attainment of | 
speed that the greatest value in flight 
must be looked for. 

All the while the speed range ratio 
is about three, there must be a strict 
limit to the progress toward greater 
speeds than those so far attained. It 
is easy to land an airplane at 40 


miles an hour: but increased landing | 


speeds result in a smaller percentage 
of good landings. The average com- 
mercial airplane of today lands at 
about 65 miles an hour, unless helped 
by a head wind, and that high land- 
ing speed demands much greater | 
skill and experience than the Wright 
brothers possessed when they began 
fiving. 

It is universally i intemtedeed that 
for commercial flying greater land-' 
ing speeds than those of today must. 
not be tolerated; and unless the. 
* speed range can be improved, the 
maximum. speed of the commercial 
machine cannot be increased, and 
the present-day cruising speed 0 
199 or 110 miles an hour must there- 
fore suffice. This, in the opinion of 
the expert quoted, is far too small; 
but it is at this point that even in 
countries well provided with other 
means of transport 100 miles an 
hour in straight lines, uwnhampered 
by geographical difficulties, may be 
exceedingly useful. 

Wing-Sections Add Speed 


Much is claimed for new wing-'| 
sections, designed to give a greater 
range of speed. It 
this critic that improvements have 
heen made, and that further im- 
provements are probable: but he 
claims that these are not, and can- 
not be, very important; and he fur- 
ther claims that they can only ap-

EDITORIALS 


~ At what he described as “the shrine of 
American liberty,” Charles Evans Hughes, for- 
, mer Secretary of State, 
speaking at the Bunker 
Hill sesquicentennial 
celebration in Faneuil 
Hall, Boston, declared 
that he, and those pres- 
ent, had come to “con- 
fess an old faith.” He 
saw awaiting solution 
by the men and women of America today the 
Same problems which the patriots of a century 
and a half ago so courageously undertook to 
solve. They will, one is compelled to believe, 
be the problems of humanity throughout all 
ages until their final solution is found by some 
future generation which shall see more clearly, 
face to face, the underlying and governing basis 
of what, too often in the past, and too generally 
even at this day, is but imperfectly visioned— 
the true equality of all the children of men. 

If there are dangers which beset the world 
today they are those, as Mr. Hughes sees them, 
of an exaggerated nationalism. That, when 
analyzed, is neither more nor less than na- 
tional or class selfishness. He sees the need of 
“rearing defenses manned with the patriots of 
peace” against those who seek to obtain an 
arbitrary control over the lives and liberties 
of others. There is no call to arms in such 
calm counsel as this. There is no appeal for 
more battleships and more armed men. How 
clearly, indeed, is it indicated that civilization 
has progressed far when the appeal is to the 
patriots of peace! But these patriots are’called 
to a service no less important, if human lib- 
erty is to be preserved, than that of the minute- 
men who left their plows and their shops to 
fight the battles which, in their day, seemed to 
offer the only means of expressing patriotism. 

Today, according to the distinguished 
speaker, “the difficulties we cannot escape are 
increased by the effort to introduce among our 
people the political contests and racial rivalries 
of a foreign soil.” ‘“‘We have no place,” he says, 
“for hyphenated groups who use their new- 
found political liberty to make our countfy the 
battle ground of foreign politics.” But despite 
this, he insists, the forces that make for under- 
standing and assimilation were never so potent. 
There are no problems that even suggest the 
attempt to setile them by force. 

It is not to the past, but to the present and 
the future, that Mr. Hughes chose to look for as- 
surance that the great experiment in democracy 
undertaken a century anda half ago will not 
fail. “Our tables of mortality,” he observed, 
“give us no ground for the assurance of the 
lives of republics as contrasted with empires, 
‘and we are too young to measure with accuracy 
the strength of rival forces, upbuilding and 
destructive, which contend for mastery. Both 
the most helpful and the most injurious of these 
influences are subtle, pervasive, working be- 
neath the surfaces which at once fascinate and 
deceive.”’ 

But he does find the assurance which he 
seeks in the conviction that the people of 
America have maintained, as their forbears 
gained, a clear conception of what democracy 
really is. Democracy, he points out, is not a 
theory. It is, he says, “the life of free men 
who keep the fires of liberty brightly burning 
on their own hearths.” And he as thoughtfully 
observes: 

You may enlighten patriotism; you may direct it by 
a more intelligent discrimination; you may give it a 
nobler conception of its demands, but you could net 
afford, even if you were able, to destroy it. There is no 
love ot mankind, beyond an ineffective sentimentality, 
which can flourish in hearts whose soil is too thin to 
develop the natural and hardy growth of love of home 
and country. The love of liberty begins at home. It is 
nourished in a fierce struggle for individual freedom. It 
spreads to the community, asserting communal rights in 
the-common defense. It builds a nation to safeguard the 
privilege and opportunity of individuals and communities. 

Thus it must appear that democracy, ac- 
cepted and regarded as synonymous with Amer- 
icanism, is not, essentially, of any land or any 
race. At-times like the present it is well to take 
account of the responsibilities and the duties of 
those to whom has been handed down so great 
a heritage. It is a time of reconsecration and 
rededication to a cause as vital today as on that 
day when Bunker Hill was dedicated as the 
altar of human liberty.

Apparently it is the prevailing senti- 
ment that the matter of further debt reduction 
is one that can be left to the future, or, if under- 
taken now, should be proceeded with slowly, 
leaving the great body of indebtedness to be 
dealt with under what are hoped will be more 
advantageous conditions. 

Whether at any period in the near future the 
American people will be in a better situation to 
begin the substantial decrease of their federal 
interest burdens, is a question that cannot 
readily be answered. The country on the whole, 
after making allowance for some unfavorable 
conditions in agriculture, and a temporary over- 
production of goods in a few lines of industry, 
is enjoying a normal prosperity and the pro- 
duction and distribution of wealth is yielding 
good profits on the capital employed. There is 
comparatively little unemployment among the

| petition” and “authoritative control of industry 
_ under bureaucratic forms,” may be evolved. The 
| board actually points out that in the develop- 
| ment of a public policy toward business there is 
_ danger on the one hand of “engendering waste 
and ill will by a purely individualistic policy,” 
| which “on occasions has produced such a degree 
of mastery, often by the least scrupulous, as to | 
| disillusion the most confirmed of laissez-faire | 
- enthusiasts.”’ On the other hand, the board says, | 
there is the “hazard of handicapping and dis- 
couraging business generally by too mutch re- | 
 strictive legislation in the attempt to regulate 
| or suppress business practices believed to be 


undesirable.” 

Here can be seen evidences of a lack .of re-

The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in London 


London, June 19. 

Money lenders are putting up a strong fight before a 
joint committee of both houses of Parliament now sitting 
here to reform the usury laws. Two of their witnesses 
were examined on Wednesday, their case. being that re- 
spectable money lending will bear investigation and that 
60 per cent gross profit is not only reasonable, but also 
necessary to enable those engaged in this business .to 


' @arry on successfully. -The problem which the committee 


is endeavoring to solve is how to protect a public now 
bombarded with circulars liable to mislead the unwary. 
The legislation proposed would—among other restrictions 
—-forbid money-lending advertisements, require periodical 
account statements and limit interest rates. 


There has been an exceedingly warm discussion in 
Parliament during the last week concerning the pro- 
priety of Cabinet ministers writing articles for the daily 
press. It seems curious to the older generation of news- 
paper men who recall the time when editors feared to 
approach even ex-ministers. On one occasion the editor 
of a great paper set out to get a “letter or paper” from 
Gladstone when that famous man was at the zenith of 
his power in 1890. The first application was decidedly 
refused, Gladstone basing his refusal on the fact that he 
had frequently been asked to write for the American 
papers and had declined. Shortly afterward, however, an 
American paper printed a long y‘postcard” from Glad- 


| stone and the editor then renewed his application. He 
wrote a letter couched in courtly terms and mentioning | 


that a check for £100 would be sent on receipt of an 
article which would “put before a vast body of working 
people a loftier ideal of life.” We are not told whether 
the £100 was the deciding factor or not, but the article 
was duly sent.

securely together. In the House of Commons, the small 
Clydesdale section shied strongly from the whip on the 
occasion of the debate on thé Scottish Poor Law Con- 
tinuance Bill—a purely formal Government measure to 
renew legislation which had run out. An understanding 
had been come to by the Labor leaders that this measure 
should not be opposed, if the time otherwise to be given 
to it were allowed to be used for the discussion of a 
pensions bill on which many members wanted to speak. 
The Government honored its side of the arrangement, 
but after this had been done, a small group of Labor 
back-benchers refused to permit Mr. MacDonald to fulfill 
his side of it. Consequently the House of Commons sat 
up all night while Socialist speaker relieved speaker on 
a prearranged time-table. to delay the final division. The 
bill got through after a fifteen hours’ sitting and the inci- 
dent might be forgotten but for the fact that it forms a 
precedent liable to be brought up hereafter when similar 
situations arise.

Fewer labor disputes have taken place in this year 
than in any corresponding period since the war. Returns 
for January to April show 440,000 days lost by 80,000 
workers, whereas in the same months of 1924, 2,500,000 
days were lost by 326,000 workers. This happy improve- 
ment is attributed in British industrial circles to several 
causes. Trade depression is admitted to have been one 
of them; since labor walks out less frequently when 
profits to be divided are small than when ability to pay 
higher wages has increased. Bettered relations between 
trade unions and employers have been an even more 
important factor. This has been specially the case in 
the key industries of coal and shipbuilding, where con- 
ferences between employers and trade union represen- 
tatives have been going on to settle very serious differ- 
ences by friendly discussion. Pacific speeches by the 
British Prime Minister may also have contributed to a 
state of things which is taken to point to growing recog- 
nition of the essential unity of interest between Capital 
and Labor.

With the approach of really warm weather in London 
the straw hat has made a somewhat timid appearance. 
Its emergence as a herald of summer has recalled the 
fact that until comparatively recent times the straw hat 
was far from enjoying the approval of the arbiters of 
sartorial fashion. They were formerly held to be “a 
disrespect to society and even an indication of vulgar 
habits of: life.” Only those whose ranks pldced them 


above al} sfich suspicion dared_venture to flout the tradi- 
tion, and we find that Lord Richard Cavendish,-half a 
century ago, reckoned it “one of the only advantages of 
being a younger brother of a duke that I can wear a 
straw hat.” a

“Did Boswell make Johnson?” was the subject of an 
amusing debate in London between Sir Charles Russell 
and Edward Shanks, Augustine Birrell being in the chair. 
Whether the famous “Life” was chiefly composed by the 
man it describes, or whether Johnson was largely the 
invention of his biographer was the point at issue. Sir 
Charles said that the answer to the debate lay in the 
question, “Where would Johnson stand now if Boswell 
had not.lived? The fame of Boswell’s book was as much 
due to Johnson, who collaborated in and produced it, as 
to Boswell. The proper title should be ‘A Life of John- 
son by Johnson, assisted by Boswell.’” Mr. Shanks 
declared that while Johnson and Boswell were both 
biographers, no life written by Johnson came near Bos- 
well’s work in popular estimation. He said Boswell had 
not only perpetuated but largely invented Johnson. Mr. 
Birrell summed up by saying that without Boswell John- 
son's fame would certainly never have become werld- 
wide. He spoke of the Doctor always being charaeter- 
istic, even in his silénmces. As an example he cited the 
incident of the Doctor chasing and knocking into the 
gutter, without a word being spoken, a pickpocket who 
stole his handkerchief in Grosvenor Square.

The statue of the winged Eros which had to flit from 
Piccadilly Cfreus and which was offered a temporary 
home at the Tate Gallery and with the London City 
Council, not to mention numerous other suggestions, has . 
at last come to rest in the Embankment Gardens just 
outside the offices of The Christian Science Mogitor. 

In Piceadilly Circus 
he was the deep brown color of all London statues, but 
now he is of a charming dull aluminum color.

“Whither the American Short Story?” 


To the Editor of THe CHRISTIAN Scrence MONITOR: 


Continuing the subject of “Whither the American Short 
Story?” as discussed in a recent article by P. K. on the 
Home Forum page_of the Monitor and followed by a 
communication from D. A., Los Angeles, may I be per- 
mitted a few words? 

The articles are most interesting and highly cred- 
itable, and I believe that each writer is equally sincere 
in his own viewpoint, though possibly a little too deter- 
mined that his is the right. P. K. feels that the sus- 
pended or doubtful ending is not sufficient. D. A. asserts 
that it is. 

The American public is moody and capricious, and 
it is only by the gratification of its varying whims that 
the American short story of today occupies its unrivaled 
place in literature. The writing of it is an achievement 


‘so artistically compressed that each vivid or, perchance, 


subdued word-stroke of the pen produces light or shadow 
of incident or eharacter that subtly intensifies the unity 
of impression desired. 

The definite ending is indeed satisfying at times, leav- 
ing the reader, as it does, without a doubt as to the out- 
come of the struggle,- whether or not it is as he would 
have chosen it to be. The charm of the suspended ending 
lies in its elusiveness and gives full play to the imagina- 
tion and creative ability to solve the problem as the 
reader sees it. In the prismatic temperaments and pur- 
suits of Mr. American Public both styles are necessary 
for his amusement. Both are equally artistic and both 
finely amenable to the “exauisite technique” of the 
American short story ,
